ON LABOR’S RIGHTS 


Bituminous Operators From 
All Parts Of Country To 
Gather In Washington

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Bi­ 
tuminous coal operatvrs 
from 
every section 
of 
the 
United 
States converged upon the Na­ 
tional Capital today for hear­ 
ings on a code of fair competi­ 
tion to govern their badly de­ 
moralized industry. 
The hearings will begin before the 
national recovery administration to­ 
morrow. 
Although 25 different codes have 
been submitted, all of them prob­ 
ably will be merged into a 
single 
basic set of rules. This point will not 
be decided until the hearings are 
completed. 
Two main issues of a highly con­ 
troversial nature, along with numer­ 
ous smaller issues, will be debated. 
Unionization Of Industry 
The first deals with unionization 
of the northern and 
Appalachian 
fields, embracing 
rich 
producing 
areas in Pennsylvania, Ohio, North­ 
ern West Virginia, Eastern 
Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee. 
The second deals with price fix­ 
ing. 
Two major groups of operators, 
the Northern Coal Control Associa­ 
tion and the Smokeless and Appal­ 
achian Coal Association, have sub­ 
mitted a joint code which, in effect, 
would outlaw regularly constituted 
mine unions in favor of company 
unions. 
The Northern Association claims 
to represent mines which turned out 
60 per cent of the 1932 production 
in its districts. The Smokeless and 
Appalachian Association 
lists 
a 
membership represffiting 70 to 75 
per cent of the output in its terri­ 
tory. 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
declared: 
“The language of the national re­ 
covery act absolutely guarantees the 
right of labor to organize and join 
labor organizations of their 
own 
choosing. 
“Any restrictions upon this right 
would be contrary to the act itself. 
“The trend in all the coal fields 
will he toward unionization.” 
Some Delay 
The H. C. Prick Coke Company 
of Pennsylvania, a “captive mine” 
operated as a 
subsidiary > of 
the 
United States SteQl Corporation and 
controlled by the Morgan interests, 
delayed its approval of the North- 
ern-Appalachian code. So did other 
“captive mines,” some operated by 
railroads and some by big manufac­ 
turing interests. Among this group 
were mines controlled 
by 
Henry 
Ford. 
The Morgan interests have fought 
stubbornly against . the 
collective 
bargaining provision of the NRA, 
both in the coal and steel Industries. 
The Prick Company refused to sign 
a truce agreed to between other big 
Pennsylvania operators, 
including 
the 
Mellon-controlled 
Pittsburgh 
coal company, and the United Mine 
Workere. It promised informally to 
observe the truce, negotiated by the 
administration to halt the Pennsyir 
vania soft coal strike. 
Nearly all the codes 
contain 
a 
clause making it an “unfair trade 
practice” to sell coal at less than 
cost plus a reasonable profit. 
The operators will not insist that 
prices be fixed directly in the codes. 
They are willing to entrust this task 
to their own associations, under a 
blanket grant of authority 
from 
NRA. 
One of the codes, drawn up at 
a meeting of bituminous operators 
In Washington, would set up a bit- 
umincHis coal industry board of five 
mambers. Two would represent the 
operators, two labor and the fifth, 
NRA.

instructions from President Roose­ 
velt to forget 
about 
troublesome 
Europe and concentrate on the de- 
velopment of closer economic rela­ 
tions with the nations of the west­ 
ern hemisphere, Secretary of State 
Cordell 
Hull 
today 
took 
active 
charge of the movement for a Pan- 
American trade alliance.

were engulfed by a wave of “pas­ 
sive resistance” which at length re­ 
sulted in complete paralysis of the 
nation’s industry. 
Today, as the direct result of the 
massacre of enthusiastic citizens 
celebrating an erroneous r e p o r t 
that Machado had finally capitulat­ 
ed to the tidalwave of popular opin­ 
ion and resigned, a pall of abject 
fear descended over Havana. 
With it, however, came an ap­ 
parent determination on the part of 
the strikers to continue their passive 
demonstration against the Machado 
degime until the president bows to 
their demands and quits his office. 
Last night’s massacre will go down 
in Cuban annals as one of the 
bloodiest chapters in all its histcM’y. 
Rumor Spreads 
It was shortly after 5:30 p. m. that 
a report spread throughout the 
island that Machado, presumably 
acting on suggestions made by Am­ 
bassador Welles, had decided to “ab­ 
dicate” in favpr of a successor en­ 
joying popular respect and esteem. 
The rumors circulated from house 
to house and from lip to lip like 
wildfire. Little knots of excited per­ 
sons gathered at street-corners and 
in front of closed cafes and restaur­ 
ants. 
The whispers soon gave way to 
frenzied shouts. Someone broke the 
calm of the semi-tropic evening with 
the cry “Machado has resigned”. 
O t h e r s e c h o e d it. 
Residents 
streamed out onto balconies and 
heads popped through previously- 
shuttered windows as the shout was 
heard. 
In a sudden surge of joyous emo­ 
tion, the scattered cries and shouts 
gave way to mass hysteria. A few 
enthusiasts started to run toward 
the presidential palace. 
Like a 
snowball rolling down a hill, the 
manifestation gained velocity and 
scope as the moments passed. 
Persons self-imprisoned in their 
homes during the trying hours of 
the last few days threw caution far 
afield and ran into the streets. The 
tramp of running feet and hoarse 
shouts became magnified into a roar 
and a rush as the crowd streamed 
to the broad plaza in front of the 
capitol building 
Then the Massacre 
'There they stood tor a liitle while 
until again the cry that Machado 
had resigned was raised. Then the 
movement broke loose and the crowd 
stampered for the presidential pal­ 
ace. 
Just as the mob filed with shouts 
of glee into Zulubta street, leading 
to the palace, the massacre occurred. 
Policemen stationed nearby open­ 
ed fire into the densely packed 
group. Soldiers at the presidential, 
palace went into action. Members 
of the 
Porrà, 
Machado’s secret 
strong-arm squad, lent the persua­ 
sive force of their revolvera and 
black-jacks to the carnage. 
Almost simultaneously, s i m i l a r 
action was taken by police and 
troops in other section$ of the re­ 
public. The report of Machdo’s res­ 
ignation, spread to bring joy to 
hard-pressed oppositions throughout 
the island, carried with it only death 
and suffering.

session rejected demands for resig­ 
nation of President Gerardo Ma­ 
chado. 
An example of what may come 
was foreshadowed in a bloody $equel 
to a demonstration here in which 
opposition elements were massacred 
by federal machine gun bullets 
while prematurely celebrating er­ 
roneous reports that Machado had 
quit office. 
More than 
forty persons were 
killed and at least 200 were wound­ 
ed as the police fired on the mill­ 
ing mob from machine gun em­ 
placements on street comers and 
house tops. 
Deaths Total 106 
United States Ambassador Welles, 
determined, to 
prevent 
further 
bloodshed if possible, declared he 
hoped this could be ^accomplished 
by peaceful means. 
He made it 
plain, however, 
that 
tbe 
United 
States government takes a serious 
view of the Cuban situation. 
The deaths in the machine-gun 
massacre brought the total casual­ 
ties in the last five days to about 
100 killed and hundreds wounded. 
Havana, 
except 
for 
soldiers 
maintaining virtual martial law, was 
deserted, but the roar of gunshots 
from the 
outskirts continued 
to 
shatter the silence at Intervals. 
According to diplomats here, the 
state is now set for an outbi’eak of 
terrorism which will end only when 
Machado is fczrced out of office. 
Despite his determination to retain 
the presidency, the general expecta­ 
tion is that he will be forced 
to 
quit.

COPPER’S USE GROWS 
What can be done under the pressure of urgency finds current il­ 
lustration in the copper Industry. 
For several years, this metal has been in light demand. 
With 
other industries in which it is used restricting operations, it became a 
drag on the market. Leaders in the industry recognized that to increase 
its uses would mean more profitable markets. Laboratory investigations 
and experiments were begun. 
As a result of these copper’s usefulness 
has been multiplied many times. 
The chief thing leading to this was development of a process of 
electro-deposition of copper on a lead-faced cylinder. But the use of this 
process it now is possible to obtain sheet copper 30 inches wide in n>lls of 
Indefinite length and uniform thickness. 
Among the new uses thus given copper is that of a roofing material. 
The latter is made by bonding the copper sheet to heavy cotton fabric 
that has been impregnated with asphalt. It is said to have five times 
the strepgth of ordinary roofing and it can be easily laid. 
Until the new process was developed it was impossible to obtain 
sheet copper of a greater width than six inches, which greatly limited its 
uses. Among the new uses to which it already is being put is that of 
greeting cards, indestructible covers for books and recorder paper that is 
not affected by humidity or rftmospheric changes. Development of other 
uses is predicted. 
Architects already are experimenting with copper 
sheet as a modernistic wall paper. 
Other Industries may find in the case of copper a lesson which 
they may be able to apply to themselves. The chemical laboratory may 
show them the way to enlarged profits. 


HOW THEY BEGAN 
The origin of our bank check goes 
back to the Middle Ages, when mer­ 
chants began entrusting their mon­ 
ey for safe keeping to the gold­ 
smiths. 
At first, when desiring to make a 
payment, the merchants would draw 
enough to do so. Later, they found 
it more convenient simply to give an 
order to the goldsmith to pay a spe­ 
cified sum of money out of what 
was on deposit belonging to them. 
These orders, with suitable modifi­ 
cations, have become our modem 
bank checks. 
Similarly, the receipt the gold­ 
smiths gave to the merchants for 
their deposits of gold evolved Into 
the modem bank note.

"brain-trust”, today began in earn­ 
est the job of pitting his mental fac­ 
ulties against those of the racketeer 
and gangster. 
Moley called a meeting at the De­ 
partment of Justice of J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver, chief of the bureau of investi­ 
gation, and Joseph B. Keenan, spe­ 
cial assistant to the attorney gener­ 
al. Along with Attorney General 
Cummings and Sanford Bates, sup­ 
erintendent of federal prisons, these 
men will form the nucleus of the 
federal crime council that is to map 
out a plan of action for the govern­ 
ment’s nation-wide campaign to rid 


the country of the racketeer and 
kidnaper. 
Moley was to discuss with Hoover 
and Keenan the general prepara­ 
tions for the anti-crime drive. This 
wUl include a study of federal, state 
and municipal laws with a view to 
cementing the loopholes through 
which criminals now escape Justice. 
It also will include a study of meth­ 
ods for more effective apprehension 
of gangsters. 
Meanwhile, the first broadside in 
the government’s war against the 
racketeer was fired with the an­ 
nouncement by Keenan of an agree­ 
ment with machine-gun manufac­ 
turers to cut oft the supply of arms 
to the underworld. 
The manufacturers, Keenan said, 
have promised to restrict sales to 
legal and authorized agencies and 
keep a close check on shipments to 
see they do not fall into the hands 
of gangsters.
